C H IC A G O 
(UPI) — 
Police fanned out 
through a grief-stunned west side neighborhood 
today to question students in the belief one of 
them accidentally caused a fire which killed 
87 students and three nuns in a Roman Catholic school. 
Police headquarters assigned 35 officers from the 
Austin police station to the arson squad to assist in 
questioning boys whose job it was to carry trash to bins 
near a basement stairwell where the lire apparently 
started.

‘Oh 
My God, My Boy’ 
Chicago Morgue 
Scene Of Despair

CHICAGO (UPI)—A morgue attendant gently 
lifted a sheet from a charred body and said, “This 
is a boy.” 
John Jakowski Sr., leaned over, looked in­ 
tently at the lifeless form and screamed. 
“Oh my God, my boy, my boy.” 
Upstairs in the crowded main hall at Cook 
County Morgue, a deputy coroner intoned into a 
megaphone: 
“We are looking for the parents of an 11-year- 
old girl with a medal and cross around her neck. 
She wore a full school uniform with long black 
stockings. She can be identified.” 
A little woman in a tan coat cried out, then 
sobbed uncontrollably into the ends of her scarf. 
A blue-clad student nurse guided the woman 
to a seat in a smoky meeting room. A policeman 
led her husband past 20 other anxious parents and 
relatives and down the long steps to the bodies in 
the basement. 
Difficult To Identify 
In the noisy lobby, Vincent Mucci tugged at 
the sleeves of coroner’s deputies and newsmen — 
anyone with a' slip of paper in his hand — seeking 
word of his niece, Elaine Pesoli. 
“She s 9,” he said, “wearing red bobby sox 
and black suede shoes. 
My brother and I* were 
taken down into that hell-hole to see if we could 
find her. My brother thought one body was hers, 
but I didn t. I don’t see how anyone can identify 
anyone down there.” 
Hours later, Elaine’s name was posted on the 
official death list in the Our Lady of Angels school 
holocaust. 
The small bodies, covered with blankets, were 
carried into the morgue from ambulances and 
squad cars that drew up IO and 12 deep in the 
street outside. 
Police carried the bodies into a waiting room 
and put them gently down on the cold concrete 
floor. They arrived faster than morgue attendants 
could carry them to the elevator and take them to 
the basement. 
Administer Last Rites 
Police officers wept as the rows of children’s 
bodies grew longer and longer. 
Priests adminis­ 
tered last rites to each victim as the stretchers were 
placed down. 
As fast as the stretchers were sent back up to 
the entrance door, the ambulances sped back for 
more victims.
